present methods of compiling sta- 
tistics on criminality were con- 
demned as inadequate, often non- 
existent and sometimes involving 
a "serious abuse." 


All 11 commission members sign- 


ed the 200-page document, prepar- 
ed under the direction of 
Dean 


Roscoe Pound of the Harvard law 
school. It included lengthy studies 
by two commission experts—Sam 
B. Warner and Morris Plbscowc'i 


One 
government 
report • which 


drew strong criticism was that 
published monthly by the justice 
department's investigation bureau. 


"It requires no great study of 


these reports," 
the 
commission 


said, "to perceive a number of 
weaknesses 
which" should impose 


a more cautious promulgating of 
them. The basic reports are made 
by persons and under conditions 
which involve varying degrees of 
guarantee of their accuracy and 
reliability."
